Mr,  Chdirma-nj  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  A.nnual  Report  upon  the  health 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Braughing  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 

1967. 

There  was  a marked  population  rise  of  I30  over  the  previous 
yeairs's  20,  bringing  the  total  figure  up  to  10,570.  Once  again  the 
health  of  the  District  vsas  excellent  with  nothing  of  any  consequence 
to  report  except  an  outbreak  of  measles  which  amounted  t©  352  cases. 
There  ?fas,  however,  an  unusual  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  iue 
to  malignancy.  These  rose  from  27  in  1966  to  39  in  1967,  while 
deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Blood  Vessels,  which 
customarily  account  for  the  majority  of  deaths,  fell  from  in  19 66 
to  24  in  1967. 

The  two  major  sev?age  schemes,  referred  to  in  last  year's  report, 
were  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year.  That  for  Buntingford  itself 
and  the  villages  of  Aspenden,  ¥estmill,  BucliLand  and  Chipping  was 
formally  opened  on  3^1  October,  I967.  132  new  connections  were  made 

during  the  year.  There  are  three  pumping  stations  and  the  selvage  itself 
is  treated  at  Buntingford  Vjorks  which  is  designed  to  deal  with  a 
population  of  4,500  plus  cesspool  emTctying  of  12,000  gallons  per  da.y. 

In  addition  to  these  flows  there  is  a discharge  from  Sainsbury's  new 
Depot  of  27,000  ga.llons  per  day  from  trade  waste  and  an  anticipated 
1,000  staff  and  canteen.  Since  coming  into  operation,  the  effluent 
has  been  of  an  extremely  high  standard. 

The  Joint  Scheme  for  Braughing  a^nd  Wo.re  Rural  District  Councils 
was  officially  opened  in  June  I967.  It  serves  the  villages  of  Much 
and  Little  Hadham,  L-idf'ord  and  ¥areside  a.nd  103  new  connections  in  the 
Kadhams  area  have  been  made.  It  is  designed  to  serve  a population 
of  3,500.  The  nature  of  the  terrain  called  for  the  building  of  five 
separate  pumping  stations  a.nd  the  laying  of  sewers  and  pumping  mains 
included  several  river  crossings.  The  final  effluent  is  of  a high 
Standard.  The  admiriistrative  building  provided  for  tire  staff  offers 
excellent  facilities.  Each  of  the  tvjo  Councils  mainta,ins  the  sewers 
in  its  oiTTi  District  but  the  w/crks  themselves  are  under'  the  control  of 
Hare  Rural  District  Council. 
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The  onerous  and  costly  projects  which  Braughing  Rural  District 
Council  has  undertaken  in  introducing  main  drainage,  where  practicable, 
to  its  wddely  scattered  communities  in  recent  years,  deserves  the 
highest  praise, 

I wish  once  more  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  Council 
and  their  respective  Chairmen  for  the  keen  interest  they  have  always 
shov/n  in  the  health  of  the  D^-otrdct,  I am  grateful  to  Mr,  G-ibbs,  the 
Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  carries  out 
his  many  duties  and  I am  glad  to  vrelcome  back  to  the  office,  after  her 
illness,  iUss  Kent  v/ho,  in  addition  to  her  clerical  work,  has  prepared 
the  statistical  figures  for  this  report.  My  thanks  are  due  to  the  other 
Chief  Officers  and  their  staff  for  their  unfailing  support.

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G-EMERAL  STATISTICS. 


The  popiilation  increase  for-  156?  ^"^as  substantia.lly  greater  than 
that  for  1966^  being  I30  as  compared  vdth  20  . The  total  popii]_ation 
was  10,570,  while  that  for  I966  was  10,2ji|-0, 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  rose  from  3 >302  to  3 >4-91,  the 
number  of  persons  per  acre  v/as  0,23  compared  i7ith  previous  year's  0.22 
and  the  number  of  persons  per  house  3*28  as  compared  with  3-16* 


VITAL  STi^TISTICS. 


The  total  number  of  live  births  fell  from  I89  to  I56,  a 
considerable  decrease  for  a comparatively  small  community.  This  gave 
a live  birth  rate  of  11^-. 8 compared  v/ith  16.5  the  County  and  17.2 
for  En^and  and  'Wales. 

There  were  3 still  births  compared  with  1 the  previous  year.  The 
deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  s,ge  fell  from  3 to  2 and  once  more 
there  were  no  maternal  deaths.  In  addition  to  the  fall  in  number  of 
bd-rtiis,  there  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages,  the 
1967  figure  being  98  and  that  for  I966  n/as  121.  This  gave  a standardised 
deai.h  rate  of  8. 99  compared  vlth  10.0  for  the  County. 

C-iUSEg  OF 

G‘eneral3.y  speaking  the  commonest  cause  of  death  is  disease  of  the 
heart  and  bicod  vessels,  but  in  I967  this  accounted  for  only  2i  deaths, 
of  which  18  were  due  to  coronary  disease  but  I4  of  these  v^ere  over  the 
age  of  65. 

By  far  the  greatest  cause  of  death  was  malignancy  in  its  various 
forms,  the  tota.1  reaching  the  comparatively  large  figure  of  39  W'hich  is 
getting  on  towards  one- third  of  all  the  deaths.  Of  these  39,  8 were  due 
to  cancer  of  the  lung. 


Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  caused  10  deaths  and  of  these 
5 were  over  the  age  of  75.  There  were  5 deaths  from  pnemionia,  all  over 
75,  S-^d  8 from  bronchitis,  7 of  wdiich  were  over  65  and  one  aged  1 year. 

There  was  one  death  due  to  a motor  accident.  One  due  to  a fall 
resulting  in  a,  fractured  femur  follov^ed  by  pneamonia  and  one  suicide 
caused  13'-  shooting.  The  deaths  in  infants  under  1 year  were  attributable 
to  gastro-erteritis  (l)  and  congenital  malformations  (1). 

Deaths  in  the  age  group  65-74  numbered  26  and  over  the  age  of  75 
were  43»  This  amounts  to  69  persons  over  65  out  of  the  deaths  at  all 
ages  of  98. 
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IMBCTIOUS  DISEASE. 


Apart  from  the  epidemic  of  measles,  numbering  352  cases,  most  of 
which  occurred  in  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  the  year  there  is 
little  of  interest  to  report,  except  for  11-  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  of 
\vhich  there  v;ere  7 in  a small  outbreak  in  February.  I am  glad  to  report 
that  there  v/ere  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  was  60,  both  at  the  beginning 
and  end  of  the  year.  This  vias  due  to  the  fact  that  the  discovery  of  3 
nev;  cases  Viras  balanced  by  1 cure,  1 patient  lea,ving  the  district  and 
one  death.

HOSPITAL  SERVICES, 

The  Area  is  served  chiefly  by  the  County  Hospital,  Hertford,  the 
Herts,  and  Essex  Hospital,  Bishop’s  Stortford  and  the  Lister  Hospitel, 
Hitciiin. 

Patients  suffering  from  Infectious  Diseases  are  admitted  to  St. 

Ann’s  Hospital,  Tottenham  and  to  Highlands  Hospital,  Winclmnore  Hill, N. 21 
(formerly  South  Lodge  Hospital). 

V.'estern  House,  has  tvijo  portions,  the  Hospital  and  Part  III 
accommodation. 

The  hospital  contains  87  beds  for  Chronic  sick  of  which  66  are  for 
women  auid  21  for  men.  In  A.pril  I968  the  hospital  v/ill  have  to  be  closed 
for  fresh  constructional  work  and  the  patients  will  have  to  be 
accomodated  in  other  hospitals  in  the  Group.  The  work  to  be  undertaken 
wi-ll  include  new  sanitary  annexes  and  bathrooms,  shov^ers,  modernisation  of 
kitchens,  improved  heating,  extension  to  day  rooms  a.nd  the  construction 
of  concrete  ramps  from  the  first  floor  to  the  ground  at  the  rear  of  the 
building  to  facilitate  the  movement  of  patients. 

Part  III  Accommodation  remains  unchanged  and  can  take  approximately 
190  persons  of  whom  half  are  generally  males  and  half  females.  Increa^sing 
emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  the  reception  of  pyscho-geriatric  patients 
yHio  require  special  nursing.

REPORT  OE  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSEBCTOR, 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  I967. 

Having  regard  to  the  economic  state  of  the  country  and  the 
resultant  desire  to  peg  rising  costs  both  in  the  public  and  private 
sectors,  it  can  be  said  thtit  reasonable  progress  V7as  made  during  the 
year. 


Im.provements  to  pre-vjar  council  houses  made  steady  progress. 

A number  of  licensed  premises  v/ere  provided  v^ith  up-to-date 
sa-ni  tary  conveniences. 

Both  the  cesspool  emptying  and  night  soil  collection  schemes 
were  extended  to  give  better  service  to  those  not  enjoying  the 
benefits  of  main  drainage. 

Applications  for  improvement  grants  to  modernise  older  houses 
showed  aai  increase  of  some  15%  over  the  previous  year  and  12  unfit 
houses  were  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act. 

A survey  of  smaller  pre-war  houses  was  commenced  and  vjork 
completed  in  eight  of  the  sm_aller  parishes.  As  a result,  a number 
of  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  sewers,  some  represented  as 
unfit  under  the  Housing  Act  and  others  made  the  subject  of 
applications  for  improvement  grants. 

My  clerical  assistant,  Miss  D,  Kent,  returned  to  work  in  March, 
but  unfortunately  was  ill  again  for  some  weeks  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  In  consequence,  the  amount  of  time  spent  in  the  office 
increased  but  despite  this  it  v/as  found  possible  to  increase  the 
number  of  visits  and  inspections  by  some  30%»  is  still  not 
possible  to  devote  enough  time  to  certain  of  the  dutiees,  chiefly 
inspections  of  food,  premises,  offices,  factories  and  rodent 
control  w'ork. 

Apart  from  some  100  properties  who  have  their  ov/n  wells  and 
bores,  the  district  is  served  by  mains  water  supplied  by  the  Lee 
Valley  Kater  Board,  During  the  yero*  the  Board  reported  that  378 
bacteriological  and  10  chemical  v/ater  samples  were  ta,ken  in  the 
district  and  all  were  reported  as  satisfactory, 

A total  of  59  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies.  Of  these, 
8 were  unsatisfactory.  Remedial  work  was  undertaken  where  appropriate 
othervri.se  householders  were  advised  to  boil  all  drinking  v/ater,

Night  Soil  Collectio 

Weekly  collections  v/ere  carried  out  by  contract  froin  some  80 
properties  T/bere  the  householders  are  elderly  or  incapacitated  and 
where  the  gardens  are  too  small  for  hygienic  disposal. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a survey  vras  carried  out  to 
ascerta.in  the  present  position  and  the  Council  decided  to  extend  the 
scheme  to  include  all  unmodernised  council  houses  and  to  empty  from 
any  private  owner  or  occupier  who  makes  request  for  the  service. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Council’s  Consultants  were  looking  into  the  possibility 
of  sev/ering  some  of  the  smaller  parishes  and  small  groups  of  Council 
houses  but  in  view  of  the  present  economic  condition  of  the  country, 
it  seems  unlikely  that  any  works  could  proceed  in  the  near  future. 

Cesspool  Emptying, 

The  service  proved  capable  of  dealing  v/ith  all  requests  during 
the  year  and  there  was  little  delay  despite  the  teice  yearly  free 
service  for  properties  not  capable  of  being  sewered. 

Free  emptyings  for  sewered  areas  in  Aspenden,  Buckland,  Chipping, 
Furneux  Pelham  and  Westmill,  ceased  on  December  31s‘fc  e.nd  v;ill  be 
discontinued  in  Little  Hadham  and  Much  Hadham  on  March  1968. 

It  was  found  possible  to  give  a much  better  service  to  council 
house  plants  and  ta.nks  than  was  previously  the  case. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  maintained,  apart  from 
a spell  of  a few  weeks  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  due  to  an 
unfortunate  run  of  vehicle  breakdowns. 

A new  35  cu,  yd.  vehicle  was  delivered  at  the  beginning  of 
December  and  collections  will,  in  future,  be  carried  out  v/ith  two 
large  capacity  freighters,  one  of  tlie  older  smaller  ones  being 
retained  a,s  a reserve  in  ca-se  of  breakdowns  and  for  special 
collections  of  bulky  refuse.

Animal 


There  are  now  six  premises  in  the  district  for  the  boarding  of 
dogs  and  cats.  These  hare  been  regularly  inspected  and  were 
maintained  in  a satisfa.ctory  condition.
